MR. VANDERLIP^ WARNING. 
At this particular time, 
when, if 
ever, the question can be considered 
on its merits and as free of partisan­ 
ship as is practicable in such matters, 
it is gratifying 
to 
find 
a man like 
Frank A. Vanderlip warning the coun­ 
try and the party soon to come into 
power against the dangers of a high 
protective tariff in the period which 
lies immediately ahead. Mr Vander­ 
lip, who was formerly president of the 
National City Bank of New York and 
who is one of the foremost economists 
of the country, has probably studied 
world conditions at the present time 
from an economic standpoint as thor­ 
oughly and as comprehensively as any 
man who could be named. 
He has 
spent a great part of his time during 
the past several years traveling about 
in the United States, in Europe and in 
the Orient and his book last winter on 
the industrial and financial condition 
of Europe created a sensation. 
In a copyrighted article in the Daily 
News Record of New York Mr. Van­ 
derlip dicusses the industrial outlook, 
taking the view that we are in for a 
period of depression wThich may last 
for some time and which is going to 
call for statesmanlike handling. 
He 
is especially concerned over the harm­ 
ful effects which might follow the en­ 
actment of a drastic high tariff law. 
Pointing out that whereas before the 
war gold was considered the basic me­ 
dium for exchange in most countries, 
it is not possible today to convert the 
currencies in many countries overseas 
into gold and not possible for Ger­ 
many or France or Austria or Belgium 
or Italy to ship gold to the United 
States to settle their trade balances, 
he asks how’ then are we going to do 
business with them and how7 are we 
going to collect 
the 
immense sums 
which they already owe us? 
“In order to stabilize the exchanges 
in these countries,” he answers, “they 
must produce goods that they can ex­ 
port. 
They*cannot pay for the goods 
they need in gold. There remains on­ 
ly one sure and reasonable solution— 
they must send us *goods for fhe gold 
we send to other eq u in es. 
Other­ 
wise we must increase the'credite that 
we grant or export to see our exports 
diminish. 
It is not sufficient that we 
furnish raw materials and credit. 
If 
we stopped at that point we should 
leave Europe stocked with goods and 
shouldering a heavier debt than now 
exists. 
We must take those manufac­ 
tured goods. They constitute the me­ 
dium of payment for the raw goods 
furnished by us. 
They are the gold 
substitute which will liquidate grad­ 
ually the trade balances now so heavi­ 
ly in our favor.” 
It seems to us that what Mr. Van­ 
derlip says is irrefutable both in fact 
jmd in logic. 
His views should com­ 
mand the greater weight because in 
normal times Mr. Vandeylip is a pro- 
iecti6nist He se^s, however, that the 
revival now of a high 
tariff which , 
would 
bar European 
goods from 
America would postpone indefinitely 
the restoration of the European* <oun- 
trigs and should do inoalctttabte dam- - 
age to the interests here which are 


dependent upon European markets for 
their prosperity. 


MISINTERPRETING THE SOCIAL­ 
IST VOTE. 


Says the Weekly Review: 
“Not only important, but extremely 
interesting, is the fact that the Social­ 
ist vote in the country shows no start­ 
ling advance over that of four years 
ago, allowance being made for the ac­ 
cession of the women's vote in the in­ 
terval. 
In these four years there has 
been such an upheaval, such a stirring 
up of all the forces that make for So­ 
cialism and for revolution, as the mod­ 
ern world has never before witnessed. 
In our owrn country the ferment has 
undoubtedly been working to an ex­ 
tent vastly beyond what is shown by 
the electron figures; it would be fool­ 
ish to deny that there is among us far 
more of Socialistic sentiment, than has 
ever before existed. But the great les­ 
son that the Socialist figures teach is 
that there is a very long distance—in 
this country at least— between unrest 
and revolution, or anything that dis­ 
tantly approaches revolution.” 
That is only partly true, and it does 
not explain the failure of the Socialist 
vote to show a great increase over that 
of four years ago. 
Unquestionably 
the reason why there was no such in­ 
crease is the fact that many thousands 
of persons whose tendencies and incli­ 
nations make them Socialists at heart 
voted for the republican candidate in 
this election. 
* 
• 
Strange as this fact appears, it is 
nevertheless a fact. 
The republican 
party represents the antithesis of Soc­ 
ialism and its policies will be utterly 
repugnant to the Socialists. But it se­ 
cured this year enormous numbers of 
Socialist votes because, 
for the time 
being, other objects obscured in the 
minds of many Socialists the main ob­ 
jects of the Socialist movement. Chief 
among these was the desire to “pun­ 
ish” Wilson and to defeat his policies. 
The country ought not to delude it­ 
self. The comparatively small Social­ 
ist vote this year does not mean that 
the radical movement has not grown. 
It simply means that this year thou­ 
sands of radicals had 
other fish to 
fry. 
Think of the big Slav vote, for 
instance, which followed Hiram John­ 
son into the republican camp because 
of Johnson’s frequent denunciation of 
the Wilson policy towards Soviet Rus-* 
sia. 
Think of the 
German 
vote, a 
great part of it Socialist, which voted 
for Harding because that was the way 
to “punish” Wilson. 
A very different situation will ex­ 
ist four years from now. Long before 
then the purely temporary alliance be­ 
tween radicals and the republicans 
will have been dissolved; and if in the 
meantime the republican government 
policy is thoroughly reactionary the 
Socialist vote in 1924 is apt to surjrise 
those who draw far-reaching conclu­ 
sions from the small Socialist vote of 
1920.

SEDALIA’S WHITE WHY 
NEEDS BRIGHTENING UP 


A well lighted city or town always 
favorably impresses a stranger who 
visits or views its streets at night. 
Since 
the 
introduction 
of 
the 
“white 
way" 
effect 
in 
lighting 
streets a few years ago wonderful 
progress has been made by cities 
and towns of the west—many of 
them much smaller in size than Se­ 
dalia has more 
extensive 
“white 
way” systems than exist here. 
But when the boulevard lights on 
Ohio avenue were in proper condi­ 
tion and all 
illuminated 
at night, 
transient 
visitors 
and 
strangers 
passing through on trains were de­ 
lighted with the brilliant illumina­ 
tion and complimented this city ov­ 
er its civic pride. 
But the enforced fuel conserva­ 
tion during the world war caused 
many of those boulevard posts to 
be neglected with light and shade 
globes broken any many of them 
are now entirely out of commission.

PUN TO AMEND THE 
FRANCHISE TUX LAW 
Jefferson 
City, 
Mo., Nov. 17.— 
Amendment 
of 
the 
corporation 
franchise tax law probably will be 
attempted by the next general as­ 
sembly when it convenes here Jan­ 
uary 5, 1921, said E. N% Zebley, sec­ 
retary of the Missouri tax commis­ 
sion. 
Corporations and lawyers of the 
state are not satisfied with an opin­ 
ion of the state supreme court hold­ 
ing that the taxable surplus amount­ 
ed to all the assets with the capital 
stock deducted. The lawyers claim 
that the provision is made for the 
liabilities of the. corporations and 
that the ruling is erroneous. 
“The legislature probably will 
amend the act to include an inter­ 
pretation of surplus,” Mr. Zebley 
said. “The term ‘surplus’ probably 
will be defined as it is in the bank­ 
ing law’ to mean the total assets 
after the capital stock and liabili­ 
ties are deducted.” 
By this definition of “surplus” 
and a reduction of the tax rate from 
one-tenth of one per cent to one- 
twentieth of one per cent the bur­ 
den on the corporations wrould be 
lightened and the state still w'ould 
receive from this source, members 
of the commission said. 
Greater 
exemption 
and 
a 
de­ 
creased rate of the 
state 
income 
taxes also are considered by the tax 
commission 
as probable 
subjects 
for measures before the next legis­ 
lature. The exemption for the state 
income tax at present is $1,000 for 
unmarried and $2,000 for married 
persons. 
The rate is one and one- 
half per cent of the income amend­ 
ment fixing the exempting at twice 
the present amount and lowering 
the rate to one per cent has been 
suggested.

MAKING READY FOR 
LEGISLATIVE SESSION 


By Associated Press. 
Jefferson City, Mo., Nov. 17.— 
With the next session of the Mis­ 
souri general assembly but a few 
w’eeks off, the board of permanent 
seat of government is preparing to 
clear the third floor of the capitol 
building for the legislature. 
The 
board, composed of Governor Fred­ 
erick D. Gardner, John L. Sullivan, 
secretary of state; George E. Hack- 
mann, state auditor; George Mid- 
dlekamp, state treasurer, and Frank 
W. McAllister, 
attorney 
general, 
has requested state departments to 
vacate “in due time” the floor on 
which the legislative chambers are 
situated. 
The departments affected by the 
order are the highway hoard and 
board of Charities and corrections. 
The highway department occupies 
about fifteen rooms and the hoard 
of charities five. The third floor of 
the capitol building on which these 
offices are situated was adopted for 
their use because of the shortage of 
space in the building, the state of­ 
ficials said. 
Governor Gardner suggested in 
the board meeting that the board 
of charities and corrections he as­ 
signed to an office on the second 
floor, but no action was taken by 
the board. 
The officials expect, 
however, to find space for them in 
the building. 
The situation of the highway 
board is the most 
puzzling 
one. 
While no definite action has been 
taken, 
arrangements 
are 
being 
made to move the offices and draft­ 
ing rooms of the board into an old 
school building here. The board of 
permanent 
seat 
of 
government 
agreed that there is no room in the 
capitol for the highway board. 
One of the rooms occupied by the 
highway board is the lounging room 
of the house of representatives. 
This room is equipped with large 
leather chairs and lounges for the 
convenience of
